The penetrating wifdom of the Almighty 
Architect of this Stupendous Fabric, the 
world, vifits the fecret workings of our 
hearts, as well as of our lodges ; and tefli- 
fies, in lhielding us with the grandeur and 
height of the canopy 
of its Heaven of 
Heavens, that we flill abide in the ways 
of innocence and truth, and that we prac­ 
tice, as occafion lliall offer, the divine pre­ 
cepts of brotherly love and univcrfal bene­ 
volence : That we have never endeavoured

exciting a civil war in our or any country, 
or to render it an ealier pfey t« a foreign 
people ; but that the reverie has been oui‘ 
purluit ; for living under a governm ent ©I* 
our own choice* however difputable fome 
of its acts may prove in the opinion o f l'omé 
of the moil virtuous men in the 
United 
States, we will uphold and fupport that 
authority to the utmoft extent of our abili* 
tics, and fuller no other people on earth t» 
diciate our fentiments and our coudu& 
towards the adminillrators of our nation. 


It is true,my Brethren,that we are bound 
not to disfuss fubjedls of religion err politic* 
in our lodges ; becaufe, in the iìrll place* 
difputations of thefe kinds Kiight introduce 
improper heats into the boloms of brethren» 
anti dilplace that heavenly harmony, and 
thofe virtuous affé ¿lions, for which the cruft 
has been fo eminently remarkable ; and, \i* 
the lecond place, becaule the oaths of lecre-* 
cy, by which we are mutually bound to each 
other, might be made a cover for the vileft 
proportions, and for the moft trealonablo 
and irreligious tranfatlions.

powerful than ours, and to whofe fuperiof 
machinations we fliould, w i t h the more in­ 
nocent part of the community, become au 
eafy ;tnd defencelels prey. 


It becomes us, therefore, S'5 citizens o f 
tlrcfc United States, to beh;»ve ourfclves irt 
a peaceable and orderly manner, by fub- 
mitting to the laws ^ id the cohffituted 
adminillrators of our country, and by l'up- 
porting the independence and dignity therc- 
oi. 
Fhis g-reat principle is interwoven iir 
the hearts of all men, it is the only politi-* 
cal one we teach in our mvilic lodges : for 
the obje& of mafonry is to confirm us in 
the pradlioe of virtue, and there can b© 
none of more value to a free mafon than to 
love his country, and fupport the conftitu-* 
tion under which he has thofen to live.

mankind is called upon to give, never to 
divulge the profound myfteries and ceremo­ 
nious rights of our mafonie calling, but to 
a brother, or in one of the lodges • that tha 
holy book which now lies before us con­ 
tains thofe reverent and religious truths by 
which our faith is ruled and governed ; that 
by the fquare wc are taught fo to conduft 
ourfelves towards all men, as we would w ifh 
them to behave towards us, and thus reci­ 
procally fquare our actions with each other: 
and that the fymbol of the coinpafs inilrutt* 
us to live within the bounds of our own. 
means, by which we may be the more rea­ 
dily enabl d to extend our charitable aflift- 
anee towaids all fu fieri ng brethren through 
the glob:-.— W ith thefe virtuous qualities 
ilrongly itnpreiVed upon our minds, 
and 
practiled according to the extent of our 
abilities, the three pillars of our temple will 
remain unreproached and unimpaired. 


1 cannot conclude my charge to you, Bre­ 
thren, without reminding you that there arc 
but three grades in our fyftem of Maibnry, 
and that all other fteps, after the mailer’s 
degree, are innovations upon the plain and 
fi m pie temple which we have a Aided to con- 
ftruc! with fo much art* 
It is therefor« 
our duty not to liften to thefe deviations, 
nor 
adopt 
thefe 
novel 
fuperilru&ures ; 
which may, by eradicating every religiou* 
and moral principle from our bofoms, em­ 
bitter our prefent happinefs in this WcrJd, 
and deilroy even the hopes we may enter­ 
tain of enjoying in another,- the good fruiti 
of our virtues and benevolent actions : But 
let us, notwithilanding, my brethren, con­
